The bill to create a National Board 


of Arbitration, introduced by Congress- 
man Springer, has been reported fav- 
orably to tfcs House by the Committee 
on Labor. The bill is based on the 
recommendations 
which 
President 


Cleveland sent in a message to Con- 
gress in 1837, at the time of the great 
strike on tbe Gould railroad system. 


Seven years ago the President recom- 


mended arbitration as tbe best method 
of sett ling existing strikes and averting 
strikes iu tne future.. Congress acted 
on the suggestion and passed an act 
providing for an Arbitration Commis- 
sion, which the President approved. 
The act was simply directory, yet a 
prompt application of its provisions 
might 
have 
averted 
the 
recent 


strike, which, for sixteen day, tied 
up nearly all the trunk railroads of the 
country. Tha President had a new 
inspiration, however, and 
he acted 


npon it. Instead of instituting inquiry 
as to the cause of tbe strike, as toe law 
provided he mi^bt do, he ordered the 
whole United States army out and sent 
troops into peaceable communities 
where the civil authorities were amply

CAUNKGIU A Fit DlC TIIADKR. 


Andrew Carnegie, in an interview in 


the London Enginetrinci Retieu of last 
Saturday, is quoted as saying he does 
not think the Uuittd States now re- 
quired protection. Heclaimsthat it is 
of little value for revenue purpose?, as 
manufactured imports have fallen so 
low. 


Only a few years ajo Carnegie was 


one of the most pronounced protec- 
tionists in the United States. Protec- 
tion made him a multi-millionaire and 
he was "pointed out with pride" as an 
example of the great benefits the coun- 
try was derhinp irora protection. He 
went to Europe and purchased feudal 
estates at a cost of millions with tho 
money he made under the protective 
laws of this country. Though his com- 
pany was declaring dividends of 
million or two millions a year, it was 
continually reducing the wages of em- 
ployes and strikes were tbe order of 
the day. The company received a con- 
tract from the Government to furnish 
armor plates for war vessels, though 
foreign contractors would have fur- 
nished them at a cheaper rate. Ac- 
cording to investigations made at 
Washington defective plates were fur- 
nished the Government notwithstand- 
ing the high price paid for them. 


All things considered it comes in bad 


taste for a mrin who has made millions 
by protection to declare against it, even 
though he has left the country wLere he 
accumulated his millions to live in the 
land where he invested those millions 
It is very probable judging by the de- 
bates in Congress on the tariff bill, that 
steel can be manufactured to-day as 
cheaply iu the United States as iu any 
country, but there are other industries 
that must be protected to a reasonable 
extent from foreign competition or 
they cannot survive. 


The only explanation for tbe brief con- 
ference to-day is tho fact that the 
House conference feel the situation is 
changing in their favor.

Fanlca in the Churcnes. 


Los ANGELES, July 30. — This city was 


shaken by an earthquake last evening 
at 9:11 o'clock. The direction was from 
northeast to southwest, though most 
of the movement was more of an up- 
heaving than an nndulatory character. 


In most of the churches the services 


were just being finished, and were con- 
cluded in some instances in a more 
hasty than dignified manner. In the 
New Era church a tremendous con- 
gregatioa started at once to stampede, 
panic-stricken by the violent tossing 
of the building, but the ushers by 
prompt cool-headedness succeeded in 
staying tbe Sight a moment, which was 
sufficient to bring the people to their 
senses. At the hotels there was some 
excitement among the guests, bat not 
many had retired. 


In some of tbe high-storied blocks of 


the city panes of glass were broken and 
things generally shaken. 
Telephone 


reports show that the shock was felt as 
far east on the liae as El Monte and to 
the coast. It is described as a sharp 
shock, but not doiug damage at all 
places. At Santa Monica a tidal wave. 
was looked for by the timorous, but no- 
indication of one was noticeable. 


At Acton there were three distinct 


shocks, the most severe ever felt in that 
region, but no particular damage is re- 
ported. The peculiar feature of the 
ati'air at that place, however, was that 
immediately after the vibration ceased 
a large meteor, similar to the one which 
attracted so much attention on Friday 
night here, was seen to fall in the north. 
It appeared like an immense ball of 
blue fire and apparently moved f-om 
the zenith to the north in a rapid way. 


An Omnibus C'umplaint. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 80.— The United 


States District Attorney ia preparing 
an omnibus complaint agaiast the A. 
R. U. men in jail iu Northern Califor- 
nia charged with offenses against Fed- 
eral law. A complaint will probably 
be lodged betore United States Com- 
missioner Hancoi k as committing mag- 
istrate to-morrow. Thid complaint is 
to take the place of a multiplicity of 
complaints now on file against the 
railroad strikers. The charge 
will 


allege interference 
with inter-State 


commerce and trains, and conspiracy 
to retard the progress of United States 
mails. The desire is to simplify many 
of the charges against overt acts occur- 
ing at different times and places. We 
do not want these men to feel," said 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Kuijfl.t this evening, " ta.it we are 
piling up charges against them. There 
is a desire to treat tha strikers iu a 
spirit of fairness aud not to prosecute 
them, bul to punish them for their 
criminal acts."

A New Coinpang Arranging to Build

CHICAGO, July 3&.—The Record pub- 


lishes the following: 


If the negotiations now pending are 


carried to a successful termination, 
the striking car builders at Pullman 
will quit'the "model town "in a body 
and become the employes of a power- 
ful new corporation organized for the 
manufacture of palace and freight cars 
and day coaches. For more than a 
week secret communications have been 
passing between the agent of the cor- 
poration in Chicago and the strikers' 
Central Committee. The offer to the 
men is in writing, signed by a man of 
wealth and prominence in the business 
circles of the city. Tbe names of a 
number of capitalists who are con- 
nected with the enterprises are also 
mentioned to give the communication 
greater weight. 


Thus far the deliberations of the 


Central Committee and their replies to 
the advances made by the corporation 
have been kept w.ioily secret, but it is 
known that every member is heartily 
in favor of the cbnnge if reasonable 
terms cap be agreed upon. As soon as 
tbe negotiations have reached a more 
definite basis the matter will be laid 
before the body of the strikers for 
their sanction and approval.

Shortly after one o'clock Sunday 


afternoon the Guard, Odd Fellows and 
Knights of Pythias marched quietly to 
the residence of the late M. D. Foley

After the services at 
the house were concluded all were 
giren an opportunity to view the re- 
mains and then the last sad duty of 
the organisations and societies to 
which the deceased bad belonged, of 
bearing their fellow member to his 
last long home bexan. The procession 
was beaded by tbe band, followed by 
the Reno Guard as an escort. Then 
came the hearse. 
The pall-bearers 


were M. A. Murphy, A. H. Manning, 
S. J. Hodgkinsou, D. \V. O'Connor, J. 
R. Bradley, G. F. Turrittin, J. N 
Evans, A. G Fletcher, W. O. H. Martin, 
R. L Horton, H. F. Bartine aud L. 
Abrahams. Col. F. C, Lord of Virginia 
directed the funeral procession. Each 
pall-bearer carried a boquet of white 
flowers. The mourners carriages fol- 
lowed the hearse, then the Governor 
and staff General Keating and staff, 
Uuiform Rank, K. of P, and Odd Fel- 
lows, of which organizations deceased 
was a member. These were followed 
by a long liue of carriages bearing 
friends of the family and citizens.

While 
be prided himself on his sagacity in 
business transactions, and, like men of 
wealth usually are, he was close in bis 
dealings with people, yet he can be 
c-redited with many kindly acts, Rnd 
his charities were numberless and 
wholly without ostentation. To the 
very last, and even to the person who 
bad takeu his life, his prevailing desire 
seemed to be to studiously avoid any 
scene with her or to give anyone any 
trouble. This was notably a character- 
istic of the man, that remained witb 
him up to the moment of unconscious- 
ness. Bis career is ended; his account 
is balanced, and his life-book is closed. 
For the sake of tbe stricken one left 
behind, let tbe dead past be buried Lu 
tbe grave that contains bis remain?, 
and the remembrance of the good he 
bus accomplished be kept ever green.
